SPIRIT  AND  UFE. 

Christian  is  derive-d  from  Christ, 
and  must  find  its  meaning  in  it.  As 
used  in  the  New  Testament,  Christ 
an.d  Messiah  are  equivalents,  mean- 
ing the  anointed  of  Cod,  according  to 
divine  rule,  and  are  of  otKcial  signifi- 
cance, being  not  a  name  of  a  person 
but  of  a  ponition.  Among  the  special 
duties,  'in  the  consecration  of  Aaron 
to  ilie  priesthood,  was  to  "anoint 
him."  Ex.  28:41.  When  Israel 
changed  its  form  of  government 
Samuel  anointed  ISaul  with  a  vial  of 
oil  and  said,  tSaul  was  "captain." 
Tlie  people  proclaimed  oaul  "king.' 
1  6am.  10:1-30.  When  David  was 
made  Saul's  successor,  Samuel 
anointed  him.  No  otiier  class  of  per- 
sona was  anointed;  and  the  conclus- 
ion is  that  this  honor  of  anointing  oil 
was  e.^KentAul  in  the  heginning  of  these 
ttjfiet-.t  in  Israel,  and  mean  a  king  or  a 
p^st  or  king  and  priest  to  Ood. 
Therefore  Messiah  and  Christ  mean 
oiiice  of  the  highest  order 

Jesus  knew  that  the  Jews  had  "a 
rule"  that  any  person  claiming  to  be 
Mesias —Christ -  should  be  put  to 
death  as  a  test  of  his  claims.  Jf  he 
could  be  killed  11  is  profession  was 
false,  and  he  was  an  impostor,  the 
Jews  holding  that  the  true  Christ 
could  not  be  put  to  deaih.  (Singular 
rule  but  not  obsolete  yet.)  Knowing 
this,  Jesus  was  cautious  bow  he  de- 
clared himself  He  did  not  send 
balk  to  John  a  direct  answer  when 
hi*  was  far  from  Jerusalem  and  Jew- 
ish spies  over  him,  he  asked  Peter, 
whom  say  ye?  and  Peter  said,  "Thou 
art  the  Christ  the  son  of  the  living 
God."  Jesus  pronounced  this  in- 
spiration from  iieaven,  showing  that 
Jesus  had  not  committed  bimsel'f  to 


his  disciples  before  this.  And  then 
cautioned  them  to  tell  no  man  of  it. 
But  when  on  oath,  he  admitted  chat 
he  was  king,  and  modified  ihe  ad- 
mission by  saying,  "My  kingdom  is 
not  of  this  world  "  Beyond  reasona- 
ble doubt  Christ  is  king— 'King  of 
kings  and  Lord  of  lords.' 

We  have  proven  that  Mesia8,Christ, 
and  king  are  official  terms  of  the  high' 
est  order  in  Israel.  Jn  the  gospel. 
Christian  has  its  root  in  Christ,  is  de- 
rived from  Christ,  and,  so  far  as  it 
has  any  signilicance,  must  mean  king 
or  priest  or  in  their  plurals  they 
mean  "kings  and  priests  to  God." 

The  Apostles  vvere  anointed  in  a 
wonderful  manner.  Acts  2:23.  This 
in  the  gospel  sense,  made  the  Apos- 
tles "kings  and"  priests  to  God!" 
Peter  did  not  forget  this  when  he,  in 
his  epistles,  said  "ye  are  a  roya^ 
yrie^thoody  a  holy  nation,  a  peculiar 
people."  Peter  puts  the  two  offices 
on  his  brethren  and  makes  them  a 
nation  of  kings  and  priests.  More, 
"if  any  man  suffer  as  a  Ghristian 
let  him  not  be  ashamed."  Peter  ap- 
proves of  this  distinction,  and  counts 
it  a  jewel,  of  so  precious  order,  that 
they  should  not  be  ashamed  to  sufi'er 
for  it.  Paul  makes  all  believers  priests. 
The  revelator  says,  he  heard  a  multi- 
tude say,  "Thou  art  worthy  to  take 
the  Book  and  open  the  seven  seals 
for  thou  wast  slain  and  hast,  by  thy 
blood  redeemed  us  to  God  out  of  every 
nation  and  tribe  under  Heaven,  and 
hast  made  us  kings  and  prieds  to  God. " 
Here  we  have  it.  Ail  whom  Christ 
redeems  out  of  all  nations,  tongues 
and  people,  are  God's  kiigs  and 
priests  I  Immaterial  what  their  pre- 
vious moral  condition,  now  tiiey  are 
washed,  justified  and  sanctified  by 
the  grace  of  our  God,  and  made  heirs 
of  God  and  joint-heirs  with  Jesus 
Christ. 

The  gospel  loves  the  superlative, 
and  God  does  great  things  for  his 
people— nothing  by  the  halves.  Aill 
the  redeemed  are  God's  sons  andj 
daughters.    God  is  king  and  all  his  I 
children  must  be  of  the  royal  line ! ' 
No  slave  in  God's  family.    All  wear| 
crowns,  and  royal  robes;  all  have 
not  merely  a  house,  but  a  mansion. 
They  all  are  the  Lord's  anointed 
ones.    Look;  the  sight  is  glorious. 
God  does  all  things  well  for  his  kings 
and  priests.    He  wipes  away  tears 
from  all  their  faces  and  puts  before 
His  children  a  royal  table  adorned 
and   furnished  as  no  monnrch  can 
furnish  his  table.    Nothing  essential 
to  the  liiKhest  honors  and  amplest 
welcome  is  withheld  to  day,  this  work 
is  more  than  begun     In  due  time 
the  King  of  kings  will  lead  all  the 
divine,  royal  family    through  the 
opening  gates,  and  angels  will  sing 
their  welcome  home. 

Can  it  be  possible  thati  the  re- 
prqachers,  tke  despLsej's  of  Clirist 


and  his  people,  coined  this  high  dis- 
tinctive, name?  Did  tkey  under- 
stand the  Biblical  use  of  Messiah  and 
Ciirist  bette-'  than  the  Apostles  at 
Antioch  when  it  was  Jimt  used?  No, 
no.  God  is  able  to  designate  the 
"new  name,"  a  name  that  blots  out 
all  sect  names  ancient  and  modern, 
a  name  that  depends  entirely  on 
Christ  for  its  meaning.  Take  Christ 
out  of  it  and  no  word  remains;  a 
name  that  gives  Christ  the  "pre-emi- 
nence in  all  things,"  and  God  is  all 
in  all.  What,  the  church  of  Christ 
more  honored  (in  its  best  name  ever 
worn  by  believers  in  Jesus)  by  the 
Christening  of  the  evil  one  ?  Tell  it 
not-in  Gath,  lest  the  daughters  of  the 
Philistines  rejoice. 

All  parties  agree  that  the  name. 
Christian,  is  liere.  Whence  came  it? 
All  believers  in  Jesus  love  it.  They 
will  not  give  it  up.  This  name  has 
survived  many  sect  names,  and  it 
will  lose  none  of  its  beauty  and  di- 
vine significance  when  all  the  sect 
names  of  tliis  age  shall  disappear,  as 
John  saw  Babylon  go  out  of  sight. 
Commentators  of  less  than  a  hun- 
dred years  ago  were  quite  unanimous 
that  the  name  Cliristian,  Christians 
was  given  by  Paul  and  Silas  tirst  in 
Antioch.  Why  any  doubt  now? 
Has  any  new  light  appeared  ?  No 
But  sect  shrine  makers  find  their 
craft  in  danger.  The  people  are 
largely  in  favor  of  this  beautiful  and 
significant  name.  Many  people  are 
leaving  the  sect  temple  and  rejoiciiit; 
in  this  name.  These  shrine  makers 
are  troubled  about  it.  To  stop  the 
exodus  they  tell  us  the  name  is  dc-- 
risive.  A  name  that  makes  all  who 
ivear  it.  kings  and  priests  to  God. 
Derisive  is  it  ?  All  hail  to  the  name! 
It  will  not  wax  old.  In  Heaven  it 
will  have  welcome.  In  Heaven  no 
sect  name  will  be  tolerated  for  on 3 
hour: 

"L/et  party  names  no  more 
The  Christian  world  o'er  spread ; 

Gentile  and  Jew,  and  bond  and  free. 
Are  one  in  Christ  their  head. 

Let  envy  and  ill-will 

Be  banished  far  away. 
Those  should  in  holy  friendship  dwell. 

Who  the  same  Lord  obey."

Tlie  Law  of  Life.— Use. 

SPIRIT  AND  LIFE. 

The  law  of  God,  so  far  as  it  re- 
lates to  the  appropriation  of  the 
things  of  this  world,  and  measures 
man's  responsibility  here,  may  be 
expresssed  by  the  little  word,  use; 
and  this  terra  is  restricted  by  the 
Bible  to  good  things  only,  (jod  has 
nowhere  intimated  a  permission  for 
the  least  indulgence  in  bad  things. 
The  Bible  clearly  teaches  moderation 
in  the  use  of  good  things  and  prohi- 
bition of  all  indulgence  in  evil 
things.  When  God  began  the  work 
of  creation,  the  idea  of  use  was  evi- 
dently uppermost  in  the  Divine  mind. 
He  says,  (Gen  1:29)  "Behold  I  have 
given  you  every  he.  b  bearing  seed, 
etc."  "To  you  it  shall  be  for  meat 
— use.  And  all  these  things  were 
good."  "God  saw  every  thing  that 
he  had  made,  and,  behold,  it  was 
very  good."  (Gen.  1:31).  Good, 
doubtless,  in  the  sense  of  adaptatioii 
to  the  use  de.-,igned,  capable  of  serv- 
ing man's  highest  good  and  reflect- 
ing the  wisdom  and  glory  of  the  Crea- 
tor. This  is  realized  as  long  as 
man  "uses  this  world,  as  not  abu.s- 
ingit."  (I  Cor.  "7-31  )  "The  law  <»i 
the  Lord  is  perfect."  In  spirit  or 
principle  it  is  immutable,  and  those 
who  would  have  life  must  observe 
the  law  in  spirit  or  in  principle. 
There  are  no  varying  circumstances 
or  technicalities  in  the  operations  of 
God's  law,  as  are  often  advanced  in 
justification  of  inconsistency  in  the 
observance  of  civil  law.  Let  no 
man,  then,  plead  the  force  of  circum- 
stances in  defense  of  a  violatiim  of 
God's  law  of  life;  for  "God  is  faith- 
ful, who  will  not  suffer  you  to  be 
tempted  above  that  ye  are  able, 
etc."  (1  Cor  5-13  )  As  long  as  m 
man  holds  on  to  God,  he  has  in  him 
principles  of  spirit  and  life.  "My 
grace  shall  be  sufficient,"  is  a  promise 
that  impans  *o  man  the  scepter  of 
spiritual  sovereignty.  How  blind, 
tlien  must  that  sovereign  be,  who, 
f.ir  momentary  gain  or  pleasure,  will 
prostitute  his  rank  of  eternal  honor. 
Yet  thousands  are  doing  that  every 
day. 

I  have  said  that  the  law  of  use  is 
restricted  to  good  things  only.  Then 
the  loyal  mind  will  seek  to  determine 
first  whether  a  thing  is  good  or  bad, 
before  he  entertains  the  propo.Niiions 
to  indulge.  This  decision  m;iy  be 
safely  reached  in  the  light  of  this 
text:  "By  their  fruits  ye  shall  know 
them."  If  the  thing  is  bad  his  duty 
is  to  '  touch  not" — use  not.  Use,  im- 
plies actual  good.  A  thing  that  does 
no  good,  is,  in  God,s  sight,  condemn- 
ed as  though  it  did  actual  harm.  The 
barren  tree  was  killed,  not  any  more 
because  of  barrenness  than  because 
01  unfruitfulness.    Doing  no  good  is 


doing  hai  m.  "It  will  do  no  harm  " 
often  justifies  an  act.  But  it  is  not'a 
questrtnofnohann  that  God  holds

Dr.  Faikiiiirst'ii  Crusade. 

Dr.  C.  H.  Parkhurst,  as  President 
of  the  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Crimf,  has  in  the  past  few  weeks  been 
doing  that  sort  of  service  for  the  .pub- 
lii',  welfare  which  ollen  marks  the  be 
gimiiiig  of  a  great  reformation. 

He  has  been  stuflying  the  haunts 
of  criuie  ami  gathering  evidence  of 
the  open  violatiiju  of  law  and  tlie  fail- 
ure of  the  officers  of  il.e  law— the 
police,  the  prosecuting  attorneys  and 
the  courts— to  enfcrce  it.  He  finds 
open  >-alooi  s  on  Sunday,  he  finds 
gambling  houses  and  houses  mi  pros- 
titution 01^ e  ily  plying  their  nefarious 
business,  without  restraint  or  l;ii.- 
drance  from  the  police.  He  de.-crii  - 
ed,  in  ni'>st  •'x^rc^ssive  lums,  hust 


Sunday  the  awful  impression  which 
personal  contact  with  the  sources  of 
crime  and  pollution  had  made  upon 
him.    He  said: 

"1  never  dreamed  that  any  force 
of  circumstances  would  ever  draw  me 
into  contacts  so  coarse,  so  bestial,  so 
consummately  filthy  as  those  I  have 
repeatedly  found  myself  in  the  midst 
of  these  last  few  days.  I  feel  as 
though  I  watited  to  go  out  of  town 
for  a  month  and  bleach  the  sense  of 
it  out  of  my  mind,  and  the  vision  of 
it  out  of  my  eyes.  .  .  .  And  not 
till  I  look  on  the  great  White  Throne 
can  the  moral  traces  of  it  be  fully  ef- 
faced; but  horrible  thougli  the  mem- 
ory of  It  must  always  be,  1  know  it 
has  earned  me  a  grip  otuthe  situation 
that  1  would  not  surrender  for  un- 
told money.  But  the  grim  (vnd  deso- 
late part  of  it  all  is  that  these  things 
are  always  open  aud  perfectly  easily 
accessible  The  young  men,  your 
boys,  probably  know  Uiat  they  are. 
Ten  minutes  of  slight  investigation, 
such  as  a  contaminated  lad  might  y;ive 
tiiem,  would  find  them  all  the  infor- 
mation they  would  need  to  enable 
them,  witli  entire  confidence,  to  pick 
out  either  a  cheap  or  ah  expensive 
temple  of  vile  fascination,  where  the 
unholy  worship  of  Venus  is  rendered. 
The  door  will  open  to  him,  and  the 
blue-coated  guards  of  civic  virtue  will 
not  molest  him." 

Of  the  truth  of  this  representation 
thf^re  can  be  no  question.  Everybody 
would  admit  it.  But  who  is  respon- 
sible tor  it?  Dr.  Parkhurst  declares 
that  the  Tammany  organization  is, 
that  it  stands  as  the  "organization  of 
criui^'  and  "fosters  the  tendency^to 
crime."  Considering  that  every  de- 
partment of  the  municipal  govern- 
ments is  in  the  hands  of  Tammany, 
and  that  it  has  made,  app.srently,  i.o 
effort  to  prevent  the  horrible  state  of 
things  described  by  Dr.  Pa-khuisi, 
the  indictment  must  be  legaided  as 
true. 

But  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  ii.- 
sutKcieni  court  machinery  is  one  seri- 
ous cause  of  the  non-enforcement  of 
the  law.  'i'he  police  have  many  time^ 
made  raids  upon  gambling  holes  and 
open  Sunday  saloons,  and  houses  of 
harlotry;  and  what  was  the  result? 
The  jails  were  iillcd,  numerous  ca.ses 
were  sent  from  the  police  courts  to 
the  Grand  .huy,  indictments  were 
found,  tiie  indictments  were  pigeon- 
h)led  in  the  District  Attorney's  of- 
Hce,  and  that  was  the  last  of  them. 
New  York  never  had  a  in^re  faithful 
and  conscientio'AS  District  Attorney 
than  the  late  Mr.  Phelps;  but  many 
such  indictments,  if  our  memory  is 
correct,  were  not  ;ried  in  his  term  of 
office,  chiefly  because  there  were  not 
courts  enough  to  try  them.  The  or- 
dinary criminal  calendar  of  a  city 
like  New  York  is  very  heavy,  and 
the  more  sericus  crimes,  sucli  as  are

unbailable,  are  naturally  given  the 
preference.  Anoiher  difficulty  in  the 
trial  of  exci.se  cases  is  that  of  getting 
the  right  kind  of  jaries. 

For  these  and  other  reasons  of  like 
character  there  is  a  divided  responsi- 
bility, and  as  a  result  we  have  a 
most  horrible  state  of  affairs.  The 
police  get  tired  of  arresting  off'enders 
who  are  tried  or  punished,  and  they 
wink  at,  in  i»on»e  cases  doubtless  con- 
nive at,  the  connnission  of  offenses. 

Tiie  first  thing  to  be  done  is  to  pro- 
Tide  greater  court  lacilitie*  for  the 
trial  of  ofifenders,  second,  to  take 
measures  to  secure  better  materials 
tor  the  jury  box,  and  third,  to  hold 
erery  officer  to  the  rigid  performance 
of  his  duty.  But  it  is  vastly  easier 
to  urge  that  this  be  done  than  it  is  to 
do  it.  And  at  this  point  the  indict- 
ment bears  heavily  upon  our  munici- 
pal government;  and  the  municipal 
government,  as  we  hare  already  said, 
is  virtually  Tammany.  Tammany 
shields  offenders.  Evidences  of  this 
hare  appeared  over  and  over  again. 
What  else  could  be  expected  of  an 
organization  which  brings  liquor 
dealers  and,  in  some  cases,  convicts, 
to  the  front  to  serve  ni  the  Legisla- 
ture, in  the  city  council  and  in  va- 
rious city  offices?  It  is  perfectly 
true  of  Tammany,  as  a  writer  has 
said  in  the  North  American  Reeieic: 

"It  counts  absolutely  on  the  ia;nor- 
ant,  the  venal  and  die  depraved 
voters,  holding  them  with  tiie  adhen- 
bive  and  relentless  grasp  of  an  octo- 
pus. It  never  alienates  the  gi'ogsbop 
keepers,  the  gamblers,  the  beer  deal- 
ers, the  nuisance  makers,  or  the  pro- 
letariat." 

What  is  to  be  the  outcome  of  all 
this  agitation?  Is  it  to  be  allowed 
to  subside  as  all  previous  agitations 
hare  subsided,  and  leave  things  as 
bad  as  before?  Dr.  Parkhurst  has 
stirred  public  kf.ntiinent  very  deeply; 
but  tlie  value  of  an  aroused  public 
'  sentiment  i->  apt  to  Le  of  a  very  tem- 
porary character  unless  it  enacts 
it.self  into  new  lejii^lation,  or  expends 
its  force  in  establishing  a  new  sys- 
tem. Tannnany's  grip  is  so  strong 
on  city  and  state  that  the  iinmedialB 
prosp<'ct  of  health  cii;inge  is  not  very 
good  But  we  applaud  the  couraj^e 
and  persihteiH-y  of  Dr  Parkhurst; 
he  deserves  th-j  support  of  every  de- 
cent citizen.  —  /nde^  endenL 


Th'.;  Duties  of  Boys. 

The  supreme  being  has  created 
n  >thiiig  in  vain.  Every  object  exist- 
ing has  its  proper  place  to  till.  Every 
pe.'.son  has  imperative  duties  to  per- 
form -duties  which  must  be  executed 
if  he  would  render  himself  useful  to 
mankind,  and  in.->ure  his  own  happi- 
i.ess.  But  the  uriderstanding  and 
performing  of  thesi;  duties  are  often 
neglected.  It  is  admitied  that  pei- 
soiis  of  mal-uriiy  reJct  upon  their 


duties,  and  use  all  possible  means  of 
executing  them;  but  even  among 
these  a  great  many  never  seem  to 
realize  the  object  of  their  creation, 
or  the  duties  involved  upon  thetn. 
Now,  if  this  careless  habit  of  the 
neglect  of  self  inspection  is  so  com- 
mon with  those  whose  age  and  study 
have  disciplined  their  minds  and  ma- 
tured their  judgment,  it  is  evidently 
nuich  more  prevalent  among  hasty, 
thoughtless  boys  Surrounded  by 
gay  companions,  and  impelled  by  tiie 
passions  of  youth,  they  often  torget 
that  they  are  created  for  any  definite 
purpose,  or  that  they  have  important 
duties  to  perform. 

"  Honor  thy  father  and  thy  moth- 
er," is  the  imperative  command  of 
Gt)d.  Hence,  to  confer  such  honor 
is  not  only  the  indispensable  duty  of 
every  boy,  but  also,  the  grandest  ob- 
ject of  his  creation.  To  none  do  we 
owe  so  much  gratitude  as  to  our  pa- 
ren's.  We  can  never  repay  them 
for  the  kindness  and  favors  they  have 
bestowed  upon  us;  but,  if  we  will 
honor  them  in  the  true  sense  of  the 
word,  we  "will  enable  tliom  always 
to  look  upon  us  with  pride  and  satis- 
faction. This  honor  cannot  be  more 
appropriately  given  than  by  always 
strictly  obeying  them,  by  heeding 
their  counsel,  and  by  cultivating  such 
habits  of  virtue  as  are  con.sistent  with 
their  views  and  morality.  But  is  this 
always  done?  Do  boys,  generally, 
strive  to  honor  and  obey  their  pa- 
rents? 'The  sad  answer  is  "No." 
Frequently,  we  hear  the  affectionate 
father  or  the  angel  mother  sadly 
bewailing  the  wreck  of  a  son,  whose 
ruin  was  caused  by  rash  disobedienca. 

Boys  are  to  obtain  honestly,  all 
that  is  placed  within  their  reach, 
wliicii  will  aid  in  preparing  them  lor 
the  active  duties  of  lile  (J.-.efulness 
sii(juld  be  our  highest  aim;  happiness 
the  next.  The  better  we  are  prepar- 
ed for  life  the  more  service  can  be 
given,  and  ihe  more  baiipiness  se- 
cured. It  cannot  be  denied  that  youth 
is  the  time  to  begin  such  preparation 
If  we  carefully  notice  the  history  of 
all  the  great  men  the  world  has  pro- 
duced, we  fin  1  that  many  of  them 
acquired  their  greatness  by  the  habits 
of  diligence,  integrity  and  morality 
formed  tn  youth.  Huch  was  tiie  case 
of  Wasiiington.  At  an  early  age  he 
began  to  cultivate  those  upright  prin- 
ciples of  honesty,  truthfulness  and 
manliness,  which  must  be  praciii:ed 
by  every  one  who  would  insuie  bi- 
o'.vn  liappine,-.s,  or  obtain  the  gO' d 
will  of  his  fellowmen.

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A  Heavy  Load. 

Many  a  good  cause  and  many  a 
good  work  is  weighed  down  by  a 
load  whicli  it  cannot  safely  carry, 
yometimes  it  is  the  weight  of  a 
wroiig  position  which  has  been  tak- 
en, and  which  for  consistency  is 
niaintfiined.  But  consistency  at  the 
expense  of  honesty  is  of  little  value. 
Sometimes  an  institution  carries  the 
load  of  a  man  who  is  unable  to  stand 
upon  liis  own  merits,  but  rides  into 
prominence  and  maintains  his  posi- 
tion upon  the  merits  of  others,  or 
upon  ihe  merits  of  a  cause  which  he 
misrepresents  Thns  good  causes 
are  burdened  by  bad  men.  There 
are  honest  men  who  love  the  cause 
but  contemn  the^  men  who  seek  to 
manage  it.  There  are  men  who 
M'ould  gladly  be  identified  with  the 
truth,  but  who  cannot  have  fellow- 
ship with  the  unfruitful  works  of 
those  who  claim  to  be  its  custodians- 
Hence  truth  suflers,  and  good  men 
are  disgusted  and  alienated,  Because 
the  brawhng  voices  of  demagogues, 
or  the  secret  wiles  of  crooked  and 
nnscrupufous  men  smear  and  defile 
that  which  should  be  pure  and  spot- 
less. 

Christian  men  must  h^ve  care 
about  their  associations.  Much  as 
they  love  trutii  they  must  also  main- 
tain righteousness,  and  s;and  in  the 
counsel  of  God  They  must  not  be 
partakers  of  other  men's  sins.  There 
are  those  who  are  very  uncompromis- 
ing as  regards  truth,  but  who  are 
very  much  inclined  to  yield  with  re- 
gard to  righteousness.  They  will 
argue  and  dispute  about  a  point  ot 
doctrine,  and  (hen  stand  side  by  side 
with  men  who  are  crooked,  decep- 
tive, and  perhaps  ungodly.  J'kere 
is  no  virtue  or  wisdom  in  such  a 
position.  Truth  cannot  make  head- 
way when  weighted  with  the  mis- 
deeds of  worldly  and  ungodly  men. 
It  is  better  to  stand  clear  of  such  en- 
tanglements, "holding  the  faith  in  a 
pure  conscience,"  even  if  we  be 
compelled  to  stand  alone,  than  to  be 
mixed  and  mingled  with  unrighteous 
men,  who  make  even  the  truth  a 
cloak  to  cover  an  evil  and  backslid- 
den life,  and  wlio,  instead  of  adorn- 
ing the  doctrine  of  God  our  Saviour 
in  all  things,  cause  the  name  of  God 
to  be  Llaspliemed  among  the  heathen 
for  their  sake.  — Common  FeoiAe.

Salvation  is  secured  by  faith.

But  to  name  the  name  of 
Christ  and  refuse  to  manifest  his 
spirit  is  to  demoiittrate  th;.t  we  have 
no  real  part  with  him.  To  profess 
religion  and  do  no  good  is  to  contra- 
dict the  divine  order:  "He  that 
abideth  in  me,  and  I  in  him,  the 
same    bringeth  forth  much  fruit."

In  nature's  rclam  nothing  is  entirely 
permanent.  All  things  are  giving 
place  to  each  other,  cither  by  degrees 
or  in  (inick  succession.  The  growth 
of  one  season  is  continually  changing 
to  make  ready  for  that  of  anoiher. 
Nature  is  continually  ni\istering  Iicr 
forces  on, diiferent  liiics,  turning  right, 
left,  onward,  about  face,  double 
quick,  and  forward  into  line  of  battle 
ready  for  new  entei  prises  It  seems 
to  be  one  of  God's  laws  for  thingsi 
visible  and  invisible,  to  pass  away 
and  make  jjlace  for  something  else.

obedience  to  God's  will. 

This  lav.'  of  change  gives  rise  to 
various  periods  measured  by  the  i 
length  o'f  time  occupied  by  each  Of 
these,  as  they  are  seen  from  all  the 
different  departme  its  of  the  iworld, 
there  are  .so  many,  that  they  go  far 
beyond  our  ability  to  liumber;  there 
fore  we  shall  mention  only  a  few  of 
those  belonging  to  the  human  family. 

Along  the  line  of  life's  journey  are 
seen  four  important  periods.  Of 
those  periods,  childhood  is  the  most 
pleas;, nt.  The  mind  is  not  so  anxious 
about  the  cares  of  the  world.  The 
little  troubles  that  come  are  so  .quick- 
ly gone,  that  they  leave  no  deep 
scars  behind.  This  is  the  period  of 
merry  song  and  chattering  voice;  of 
bows  and  arrows,  of  dolls  and  play 
bouses,  of  old  folk's  visiting  by  chil- 
dren small,  of  bicycle  and  buggy 
rides,  and  of  little  errands  done  tor 
papa  and  mamma.

A 
wrong  step  here  often  trouldes  the 
whole  journey  of  life.  Much  firmness 
is  now  necess'iry  to  turn  one's  eyes 
from  the  simple  objects  continually 
presenting  themselves.  -  This  is  ilm 
time  of  life,  at  which  habits  are  often 
formed  that  bring  ruin  forever.  Soon 
this  period  passes  away  leaving  the;-ie 
young  men  and  young  maidens  to 
step  into  the  period  of  real  maiili'.iodi 
and  wc  iianliood  with  characters  (jitl'ier' 
vve'l  formed,  half  formed,  or  ruined. !

Mirt,s  Bi'RWRLi,  Bafrf.it  wjis  boin  in  Norfolk  county,  Vireinin,  Sep- 
tPiiibe,r  6,  1828.  Mis  parents  were,  Rev.  ^lills  Barrett  and  iSaraii  J  .,  his  wife. 
He  was  a  grand.son  of  Rev.  Burweli  Barrett,  who  was  a  pioneer  in  tlie  Ciiris- 
tian  iiiovement.  Rev.  Mills  B.  Barrett  was  twice  married;  iiis  last  wife  sur- 
vives hiin,  and  four  children  b.y  his  lir4  wife.  He  befjan  preaching  at  the 
atre  of  nineteei^i,  and  was  ordained  to  the  office  of  Elder  in  tlie  Cin-istian  cluirch 
at  Atitioch  church,  Isle  of  Witfht  county,  Virginia,  October  ol,  1850,  and 
spent  "aver  forty  years  in  the  active  work  ot  the  niini.stry,  winuiny;  many  .souls 
to  Chri.-.t.  He  died  at  his  home  in  ISouthanipton  county,  Virtjinia,  very  sud- 
denly, April  14,  189L  Asapulpit  orator  he  was  specially  grifted,  and  when 
at  bis  best,  was  a  ii  ost  captivating  preacher.  But  ids  journ(  y  is  ended,  and 
lie  has  tfone  to  his  reward,  loved  and  lamented  by  a  large  circle  of  friends 
and  biethren.

First,  the  series  of  meetinjjs  i-ecent-  j 
ly  conducted  in  this  city  in  the  Peo-  j 
pie's  Tabernacle  by  the  "drummer  l 
evano:*"list,"  W.  V.  Fife,  of  Fayette-  j 
ville,  X.  (J.,  took  all,  and  really  more  ; 
lime  from  my  rei^ular  work,  than  J 
i-iiuM  ssell  spare,  and  yet  sonn-how  1 
CDuld  not  quit  the  meetings  till  they 
dosed,  only  as  necessity  compelled 
me  to  do  so.  It  was  a  sreat  meeting 
—  in  spiritual  power,  and  resulted  in 
n.aiiy  coiiversior.s,  only  tiie  Lord 
knows  how  many,  but  1  ihifk  as 
many  as  250  or  300.  lie  staid  two 
w  eeks  Some  of  the  leading  churches 
and  most  proTiinent  ministers  (before 
man  I  refused  to  take  part  in  the 
ineetinij:  and  I  am  inforiiicd  that  some 
would  not  even  trive  a  notice  of  the 
meelinirs  from  their  pulpits.  .  Why 
thi-i  should  be  so  I  caniHu  tell,  for  I 
have  never  liiborerl  with  any  evaii- 
irelist  who  seemed  to  lie  n'.ore.tli(iroiii;b- 
Ivsonncl  ill  diK'triiie  and  work.  At  any 
rate  tiie  people  aitendi'd  in  larsre  num- 
bers and 'ioil  blesse:!  the  work  abun- 
dantly. 

Since  Bro.  Fife  left  us,  iJr  .Icnos 
has  been  cfuuluctinL:  a  series  of  meet- 
itiffs  ill  the  ('hristian  chnrcli.  He  lias 
preiclied  soiiu^  sji'i'i'd  sermons,  but  no 
special  move  anioiiir  the  nnconvHried 
so  far.  but  there  is  a  trood  attendance 
u  hen  th(^  weather  will  permit  and  a 
di'en  iiiiere-t  abides.

Rev.  Alice  A.  Draper  is  in  Vir- 
ginia holding  meetings  and  winning 
souls  for  Christ.  Wherever  she  goes 
she  g^rently  strengthens  |t he  cause  of 
the  Christians,  winning  the  warm 
approbation  of  the  people  generally, 
and  everywhere  drawing  great 
crowds,  and  the  deepest  in  terest  is  man- 
ifested.  Many  are  unable  to  get  in  the 
churches,  and  will  gather  around  the 
windows  to  hear  the  Gospel  told  in 
a  way  so  simple  that  the  most  illit.
